For six w’eeks, In­ 
dependent-Journal engraver Millard Sher­ 
man has been nurturing what he believes 
is a shoot of oats sprouting from a burlap 
Unrevealed 'Important Matter' 
Postpones Sheran Trial End

An undisclosed matter of “ex­ 
treme importance” this morning 
unexpectedly tossed the Rodney 
G. Sheran murder trial Into an 
extra day and possibly into next 
week. 
Both the prosecution and the 
defense had rested yesterday, and 
the court of Judge Carlos R. 
Freitas was all set for final argu­ 
ments this morning with the case 
expected to go to the Jury today. 
But at 10 a.m., Asst. Dist. Atty. 
Roger Garety suddenly asked for 
a one-day continuance until to­ 
morrow. Defense attorney Thomas 
Schaal agreed to the continuance, 


and the jury was dismissed for 
the day. 
Speculation ran rife on what 
could have come up—whether a 
new witness had been located or 
new evidence found in the case. 
But prosecutor Garety was silent, 
as he has seldom been before. All 
he would say is that “something of 
extreme importance came to my 
attention after yesterday’s court 
session adjourned.” He added that 
this is a “matter which has to 
be looked into and resolved before 
the rest cf ti» trial can go on.”

ON SALES TAX TILL '56 
Marin County will not have a county sales tax 
next April 1, date set by *he Legislature to allow coun­ 
ties to set up a I per cent tax. 
Although the board of supervisors has received re­ 
quests by five of the nine cities in the county for such 
a tax, the board decided yesterday it is not going to 
take any action., or. a county sales tax until after the 
special .session of the .Legislature next March. Gov. 
Goodwin Knight has called the special, session to “iron 
out bugs'* in the new legislation. 
Refusal of the supervisors to take action does not 
materially affect sales taxes in Marin cities. Instead of 
the county collecting the taxes, as is the plan under 
the uniform sales and use tax code, cities will con­ 
tinue to collect their own.

Fatality Stirs Protests 
On Lucas Valley Road 


The death of a 7-year-oki girl 
near Nicasio on Saturday, killed 
when her stepfather's car went out 
of control,, has brought down the 
wrath of Nicasio residents on dan­ 
gerous road conditions. 
The death .scene, on. Lucas Val­ 
ley road, Is 'the location of several, 
traffic deaths in the past several 
years, according to F. Whitney 
Tenny, San Francisco attorney 
who has a summer home nearby. 
Several residents of the area 
have talked of holding a citizens 
meeting to organize a move to 
force the county to correct bad 
conditions at two particular points, 
one on Lucas Valley road, the 
other at the intersection of Lucas 
Valley and Nicasio roads. 
Saturday, Linda Mae Hasche 
was killed when she was thrown 
from a car on Lucas Valley road, a 
quarter of a mile east of the junc­ 


tion. She was riding with her step­ 
father, M/Sgt. Harry M. Edmonds, 
30, Hamilton Air Force Base. 
Nick Kobseff of Rancho Nicasio 
store said that at the fatal crash 
scene the road is straight, leading 
east to a hilltop. But on the other 
side of the hill, the road cu rv es 
sharply. The curve cannot be seen 
by an approaching motorist unti’ 
he is almost on it. 
There are no warning signs 
there or at the junction, several 
of the area’s residents complained 
this morning. 
“Whenever there’s an accident 
near Nicasio, it’s at one place or 
the other ” commented cattleman 
Paul Farley. He and several other 
residents said they have not ha<| 
any accidents at either place be­ 
cause they are familiar with the 
roads and realize the danger, al-

FARMERS IN FAVOR 
Supervisor William Gnoss, who 
had earlier opposed a vaccination 
program because he believed the 
farmers of his district 
objected, 
changed his mind and said that 
after talking to more farmers he 
had found they actually favored 
it, 
“The county has been extremely 
fortunate to date,” said Dr. Staf­ 
ford, “that all of the rabid ani­ 
mals have been skunks and foxes 
so far, and, not canines. Not only 
Is there extreme 
danger to hu­ 
mans from canines, but they often 
kill cattle, running through a herd, 
and biting three or four with fatal 
results.” 
Dr. Albrecht indicated that if a 
countywide quarantine is decided 
upon, it will be announced well

to the sheriff’s office. The plans 
were practically complete. Schu­ 
bart told the board they oould be 
ready to advertise for bids on the 
job by next Tuesday. 
JUDGES PROTEST 
Then yesterday 
morning 
the 
superior judges, who 
apparently 
had not been, sufficiently 
con­ 
sulted, were 
shown 
the 
plans. 
They were not pleased. 
Newly appointed Judge Carlos 
.Freitas, said .his office was so 
small. It would, not even, .accom­ 
modate the furniture and books 
he had already ordered. 
Judge Thomas Keating was not 
content with his new quarters, and. 
Judge Jordan Martinelli objected 
to the crowded conditions in gen­ 
eral. He pointed out that “in two 
or three more years” at least two 
new courts would probably be re­ 
quired, a fourth superior court and 
a third municipal court. 
As a result of the Judges' ob­ 
jections, and because they have 
the legal power to order the sher­ 
iff to construct new quarters for 
them if those furnished by 
the 
county aren’t adequate, the board 
oecided to reject the remodeling 
plans.

Russia Said 


To Have 


Super Bomb 


WASHINGTON ÍU.R)—An atom­ 
ic scientist said today that “Rus­ 
sia must have the super.** 
He was referring to persistent 
reports', never officially confirmed, 
that thera was “something extra 
special” about a series of Soviet 
nuclear tests revealed by the U.S. 
Atomic 'Energy Commission a year 
ago this month. 
By “the super1* this scientist 
meant the kind of weapon tested 
by the United States at Bikini in 
March, 1854. It also has 'been call­ 
ed the three-F or fission-fusion- 
fission bomb. 
** 
* 
* 
It achieved notoriety because, in 
addition to its destructive power— 
nearly 1,000 times greater than the 
ordinary A-bomb—it loosed enough 
radioactive fallout to poison an 
area of 7,000 square miles. 
This country maintains a moni­ 
toring network, which tells it when 
the Russians stage nuclear tests, 
the latest of which got under way 
last summer and may be still go­ 
ing on. 
But the commission .seldom, spec­ 
ifies the kind of weapons, whether 
fusion H-bombs or fission A- 
bombs, the Russian» are testing. 
And it has never come right out 
and said whether there even Is 
such, a thing as the “super” of 
whatever nationality. 
It is known, however, that the 
Russians have exploded new vari­ 
eties of their' H-tem t since the 
last Soviet fusion test formally an­ 
nounced by the AEC In August, 
1953. A high U.S. official told the 
United Press that they “have not 
teen sitting on their bottoms.” 
Whether the Russian» tested a 
super H-bomb last fall undoubted­ 
ly la known to this country if it 
was made anything like the UJ3. 
Bikini bomb. Japanese scientists 
who analyzed fallout particles from 
the American weapon tipped off 
its apparent three-phase nature. 


Rebels Quit As 
Fight Goes On 


RABATA, French Morocco (AV- 
White flags went up today over 
small villages in the mid-Atlas 
Mountains and along the Spanish 
Moroccan frontier, indicating that 
some rebel tribesmen in the zone 
of the current uprising are ready 
to call it quits. 
French officers were not opti­ 
mistic that all trouble was ending. 
Fighting continued at Tizi Ouzli, 
in eastern French Morocco near 
the frontier of the Spanish zone. 
Alttough the military situation 
seemed to be getting slightly bet­ 
ter, the political situation wors­ 
ened. both in Morocco and in 
France. 
In Paris Premier Edgar Faure 
fired five Gaullist critics of his 
North African policy. 
In Rabat, a French colonial 
group known as the “French Pres­ 
ence” insisted it had a promise 
from Resident Gen. Pierre Boyer 
de LaTour that he would not put 
fully 'into effect the reform pro­ 
gram outlined by the government 
in Paris. 
There was no confirmation from 
the resident general, who was 
touring troubled areas. 
Troops from Boured and Tizi 
Ouzli fought through ambushes 
and past mountain marksmen yes­ 
terday and finally linked up with 
Moroccan cavalry from Aknoul. 
They beat off a series of mass 
attacks 
that 
oegan 
Saturday 
against the triangle of outposts 
along the border between French 
and Spanish Morocco. 
But the French were still men­ 
aced by the rebels holding posi­ 
tions in the surrounding moun­ 
tains. 


Papagos Colleague 
New Greek Leader 


ATHENS, Greece (AV-Constan­ 
tin e Karamanlis, popular and dap­ 
per' Cabinet colleague of the late 
Premier Marshal Alexander Pa­ 
pagos, moved quickly today to 
form a new Greek government. 
King Paul picked Maramanlls 
to take over the government reins. 
The nation, meanwhile, mourned 
the death of Papagos, who suc­ 
cumbed Tuesday night after a pro­ 


longed gastric ailment contracted 
.in a Nazi concentration camp. 
Sorrowing Greeks filed, through 
Athens Cathedral to pay their last 
respects. Weeping women knelt to 
kiss the bier. 
Karamanlis, 46, 'tall and hand­ 
some, is considered one of the 
best dressed men in Greek poli­ 
tics. Under Papagos he was com­ 
munications 
and 
public 
works 
'minister. He became one of the 


meet popular men to the country 
because of a —.reeping road-build­ 
ing program. 
His selection last night was a 
surprise, since one of Papagos’ 
last acta was to name Stephan 
Stephanopoulos, for gn minister 
and. deputy premier, as acting 


'premier. 
The son of a poor tobacco farm­ 
er, Karamanlis. studied law at 
Athens University. He has served 
in Parliament since 1933, except 
for the period of John Metaxas’ 
dictatorship1 and wartime occupa­ 
tion.

A fifth minister from the Gaul­ 
list Social Republican party, .Pub­ 
lic Works Minister Edward Cor- 
niglion-Molinier, remained in the 
Cabinet. Gen. Pierre Koenig, the 
defense minister, led the dissidents. 
Faure kicked out. 
Faure asked for and obtained 
the four resignations. 
The premier’s friend said he 
would defy the Gaullists by going 
before the National \ssembly and 
demanding a vote' of the policies 
of his government as a whole— 
not Just on North Afr,~a. 
Gaston Palewski, special minis­ 
ter; 'Raymond Triboulet, minister 
for veterans affairs, and Maurice 
Bayrou, secretary of state in the 
ministry for overseas territories, 
resigned along wi*’ Koenig. 
Faure announced his intention

He said debate on North Afri­ 
can policy would begin tonight in

either wins a vote of confidence 
or is thrown out.

Junction Hazard 
Problem Said 
Up To State 
Problem of cars bouncing from 
Tiburón Highway ’* dan ger o u s 
Trestle Glen intersection into Bel- 
veron Gardens property owners’ 
yards and houses bounced from 
the laps of Marin’s supervisors 
back to the property owners and 
the state Division of Highways 
yesterday. 
W. J. Doll, Belveron Gardens 
Property Owners \ssn. president, 
in a letter to the supervisors 
charged the “road commissioner 
and county have both an actual 
and a moral obligation to protect 
the lives and property of Marin 
County residents.” He requested 
that Marvin Brigham, Marin pub­ 
lic works director, be instructed 
to immediately remove the berm 
"which is assisting cars to jump 
the ditch” paralleling Trestle 
Glen road. 
UP TO STATE 
But Supervisor William Fussel- 
man pointed out the county or 
Brigham hadn’t any business in 
this controversy with th 2 Belveron 
Gardens residents. “It’s (Trestle 
Glen road) part of the state high­ 
way system,” said Fusselman. “The 
county’s right-of-way doesn’t come 
into the picture until the cars 
head down the hill toward Para­ 
dise drive.” 
Supervisor Vera Schultz said 
she’d explain '' county’s position 
to Doll, who openly criticized the 
county in his **tter. 
Doll’s letter, an answer to an 
earlier letter written to the super­ 
visors and “by mistake,” said Fus­ 
selman, forwarded to Brigham, 
stated in part: 
The berm (a horizontal ledge 
part way up a slope) is “unneces­ 
sary" as only a small quantity of 
water “even during h eavy rainfall” 
is intercepted and directed along 
the road to the drainage pipe. 
‘ONLY MISTAKE’ 
“Apparently, it’s the road com­ 
missioner’s contention that it is 
better to protect individuals who 
cannot abide by this (25-mile per 
hour) speed limit r ler than the 
home owners whose only mistake 
Is owning and occupying the homes 
they do.” 
Although Doll admitted the 
super-elevation and guard rail 
now being installed oy the state 
would be of some help in curbing 
the severe traffic hazard, he took 
exception to the statement that 
the county couldn’t take any ac­ 
tion until completion of the state 
project. “Tliis appears to be noth­ 
ing more than an instance where­ 
in if one waits long enough some­ 
one else will take care of the 
problem ”

Electronic Brain 
For Fighter 


Planes Unveiled 
CULVER CITY (U.R) — Planes 
guarding the North American con­ 
tinent against air attack are be­ 
ing equipped with an electronic 
brain which has shifted aerial 
combat advantage from the of­ 
fense to the defense, industrialist 
Howard Hughes has disclosed. 
Hughes unveiled the electronic 
system to the public yesterday in 
the first press tour of the Hughes 
aircraft plant here since it started 
operations 20 years ago. 
Hughes said the electronic de­ 
vice, developed for the Air Force, 
automatically flies an interceptor 
plane “from takeoff to touch- 
I down.” The brain’s radar equip­ 
ment picks up the enemy plane, 
puts the defending interceptor on 
target, automatically fires when it 
is within “can’t miss” range and 
then returns the defending air­ 
craft to its base. 
All American and Canadian in­ 
terceptors guarding this continent 
will be equipped with the “brain” 
as soon as a full production gets 
under way, the Air Force disclosed.

Flood Death 
Toll Rises 
In Tampico 


By United Frees 
Flood waters fell back in Wichi­ 
ta Falla, Tex., today, but there 
was no stopping the mounting 
death and horror in devastated 
Tampico, Mexico. 
At Wichita Falls, most of the 
500 persons who fled the surging 
waters of the Wichita River re­ 
turned to their homes. More rains 
were expected today, but fore­ 
casters said they would havs to 
become extremely heavy to send 
more floods swirling through the 
city.About 150 city blocks were under 
water at the height of the flood 
yesterday, but only '.oout 50 of 
them were in the residential dis­ 
trict. The river itself was expected 
to go back below flood stage today. 
But at flood-battered Tampico 
flood waters held no mercy for 
an estimated «0,000 homeless per­ 
sons. 
Food supplies were not expected 
to last more than a day and a 
half longer and the milling refu­ 
gees had a new horror to deal with 
— hordes of poisonous snakes 
.swarming out of the flood waters 
onto the few remaining patches of 
dry ground. 
Refugees huddled on house tops 
tore boards loose to fight off the 
squirming r a t t l e s n a k e » , coral 
snakes and w a t e r moccasins. 
Meanwhile, swarms of U.8. Marine 
and Air Force planes joined in 
the battle to bring tons of sup­ 
plies to the city and to evacuate 
as many of the homeless as pos­ 
sible. 
Elsewhere, rain fell early today 
over Northern Illinois and Indiana, 
the Eastern Great Lakes, and 
most of the Mid-Atlantic states.

Sausalitan Near 
Death After 
Almost Hanging 


A 42-year-old Sausalito carpen­ 
ter suffered serious brain damage 
this morning after his wife found 
him hanging from the rafters in 
the cellar.

PLANS OUTLINE 
In general, the plan envisions 
a permanent, concrete courtroom 
wing to the back of the 'Court­ 
house, either east or west of the 
existing structure. Jones pointed 
out that the back of courthouse 
is of recent concrete construction. 
If, after the civic center is estab­ 
lished, the county wanted to' sell 
the Fourttr street frontage of the 
courthouse property, the 85-year- 
old front part of the building, 
which Is of frame construction, 
could be torn down, ler ng a per­ 
manent courts building, he said. 
Architect Schubart said today 
that the working plans for the 
courthouse remodeling had been 
90 per cent complete. He said he 
had not had time to figure out 
what the rejected plans would 
cost the county, but said his firm, 
Schubart 8c Friedman of San 
Francisco, would “bill the county 
as reasonably as we can based 
on our costs.” 
“We feel it is unfortunate that 
the board has been in a position 
where it has paid a great deal 
of money in fees already for work 
not constructed,” Schubart went 
on, “so we would like to be as 
cooperative as possible,” 
He said as yet he had not been 
retained by the county to draw 
the new plans for the wing but 
had been invited to the meeting 
on It, which will probably be held 
next week.

owners in the area said they were 
satisfied. 
At this week’s city council meet, 
ing, however, Litchfield was join­ 
ed by several other protestants 
and no one, except Highway offi­ 
cials took the floor in favor of 
the agreement. 
The division has made several 
alternative sketches in an effort to 
break the deadlock, Weymouth 
said. At the request of council- 
men, two plans were submitted for 
the intersection of the highway 
and the bridge road based on de­ 
struction cf the existing concrete 
over-ramp. They were rejected as 
too expensive. 
At Litchfield’s request, plans 
were drawn for a second, overpass, 
carrying the bridge traffic over 
the off-ramp to Francisco boule­ 
vard. This too, the division said, 
was too expensive. Also rejected, 
because of an inadequate traffic 
pattern, was Litchfield’s proposal 
to carry the traffic off to the west 
of the highway and under the 
California overpass, rather than 
over the highway to the east side. 
The plans have been altered . to 
provide a more adequate under­ 
pass from the highway to Francis­ 
co boulevard near the corner of 
the drive-in theater, Weymouth 
pointed out. This will allow for 
eventual extension of San Pedro 
road across San Rafael, canal, to 
tie into Highway 101. 
Crux of the division’s problem at 
the present, is time and the “re­ 
luctance” on the part of the state 
Highway Commission to vote free­ 
way funds if no freeway agree­ 
ment exists, Weymouth said. 
If actual work on building the 
freeway gets under way later than 
the first of January, he said, it is 
quite likely toe highway could not 
be completed in time for the open­ 
ing of the new San Rafael-Rich- 
mond Bridge.

The closed plant was ringed to­ 
day by heavily armed National 
Guardsmen.

Two half tracks 
with weapons aboard were at the 
plant entrance...

Formosa To Link East And West 
San Rafael Club Speaker Says

“Formosa is going to be the 
link between the east and the 
west" declared John K. Chapel, 
author, lecturer and world traveler, 
in his address at the meeting of 
San Rafael Improvement Club 
Tuesday afternoon. Chapel, who 
had a “rendezvous" behind the 
Bamboo Curtain in July, told of 
countless thousands of Chinese 
Nationalists who are awaiting the 
day when they can come from 
undercover to overpower the Com­ 
munists. 
The dynamic speaker expressed 
his conviction time and again that 
“'East and West will meet,” Kipling 
to the contrary, and he foresees 
Japan as 'the leader in the E'ast 
and America in the West. Formosa, 
he believes, will be the medium 
for fusing. The speaker, who livecl 
for weeks among the people on 
Formosa, described them as "ele­ 
vated and loyal” and predicted, 
“We will see Formosans on the 
mainland.’* 
Speaking of this country’s aid 
to the Chinese1 Nationalists, Chapel 
remarked, "We are not helping 
them as much as we are helping 
ourselves.” Throughout his ad­ 
dress the speaker urged “Forget 
personalities, listen to' the people." 
Chapel, who is Russian born and 
now an American citizen, because 
of his family’s high connections 
early became aware of Russian 
"diplomacy'.” He spoke of Russian 
"cunning” and said Molotov and 


others high in the Soviet are for 
“peaceful co-existence as. long as. 
it is on their side.” 
The speaker, 'talking of Egypt 
and Premier Nasser, said that 
country is now a “powder keg.” He 
said that Communist infiltration 
in South America, to which so 
many people in this country had 
kept their minds closed, has now 
been proved. Chapel declared this 
country is an Utopia and that its 
people have become so accustomed 
to' them Independence and the 
privileges they cannot conceive 
what life under tyranny means. To 
protect their way of life, Ameri­ 
cans must be alert to what is hap­ 
pening in other countries, the 
speaker warned. 
The speaker was introduced by 
Mrs. Eldred Hiliis, club president. 
She announced that the annual 
bridge and canasta dessert tea will 
take place on October 18 at 1 p.m. 
at the clubhouse and that the 
Home and Garden Section of the 
clpb will meet on October 11. Mrs. 
.Lawrence A. Co wen, chairman of 
the Drama Section, said it wouid 
present the Christmas play at the 
club on December 13.

Cliches Which Dull Writing Can Be 
Interesting When Traced To Origin 
After a lifetime of struggling 
against the cliche or' trite phrase 
which is so apt or so ingrained 
that it pops irrepressibly onto pa­ 
per in spite1 of the writer’s will, 
I have decided to stop fighting. 
For I find that when you say 
"fly off the handle,” for instance, 
you are speaking pure Americana. 
It says so right .in Webb Garri­ 
son’s “Why You Say It,” a book 
containing the origins of about 
800 common words and phrases 
ranging froif. aboveboard (a gam­ 
bler's phrase to indicate that his 
roulette wheel was honest and not 
controlled by a device under the 
table) all the way to zoo (a Brit­ 
ish contraction for Zoological Gar­ 
dens in London’s Regent’s Park 
and soon applied to all collections 
ef animals.) 
Remembering my own father’s 
jealous care of his axe, I ought to 
have been able to guess how “fly 
off the handle” began. It goes back 
to great-great grandfather’s time 
when the hand-made awkward 
handles were so poorly fitted to the 
cherished axe that the blade often 
■worked loose and flew into the 
underbrush. The incident usually 
provoked such fury that sudden 
exhibitions of uninhibited rage 
have ever since been often called 
flying off the handle. 
Thus, what I always considered 
our dullest conversation is literal­ 
ly salted with history. Did Jane’s 
teasing get John’s goat? That one 
c ¿me from the track. Trainers long 
ago discovered that a goat fre­ 
quently was a soothing stable-mate 
for a highly strung race horse— 
and crooks, learned they could up­ 
set a horse and reduce his chances 
of winning by stealing his friend, 
the goat. 
You call a man a piker to indi-

cate that he isn’t carrying his own 
weight in a group. That word had 
its origin in the old days when 
turnpikes, build by private capital, 
were the nation’s luxury highways. 
Carriages and other vehicles had 
to pay tolls, for use of the road, 
but persons on foot usually tramps 
and vagrants—were allowed to 
walk free and were referred to as 
pikers. So a piker finally became 
anyone unwilling to' pay his own 
way. 
I have used the phrase “to go 
the whole hog,*’ but I never knew 
a hog was a sheep or that I prob­ 
ably got the expression from my 
Scottish grandfather. For cen­ 
turies. according to Garrison, Eng­ 
lish and Scottish herdsmen have 
referred to a sheep older than a 
lamb but not yet shorn, as a hog. 
Some herdsmen were evidently 
careless in that first clipping, and 
so when a man did a careful 
shearing job and was being com­ 
mended, he was said to have gone 
the “whole hog.” 
Chewing the fat comes from the 
sea. In the days 'before canning 
and refrigeration our sailors de­ 
pended of necessity on only a few 
indispensable items of diet? one of 
which was salt pork. When sup­ 
plies were low, rind and skin were 
important to health but this “fat” 
was slow chewing, and the crew 
sat around their quarters munch­ 
ing, grumbling and telling stories 
to while away the time. Now chew­ 
ing the fat means any idle talk. 
Hard-boiled, it seems, comes not 
from the egg, but from pioneer 
wash-day habits. Clothes got grey 
quickly in those days for the home­ 
made lye soap could not keep them 
white, so at least once a month 
the .fastidious woman, boiled her 
wash. Then she starched the best 
pieces and sometimes she got her 
husband’s shirt too stiff. Then he 
jokingly accused her of boiling it 
so long it became hard-boiled. 
Cliches? Trite1 phrases? No— 
exciting language with tradition.

Those NOT Interested Are 
Urged To Attend Meetings 


In another space on this page today, an 
authority on school problems is quoted as 
saying that one of the biggest obstacles to 
be overcome in school affairs is the lack of 
public concern. 
And that hits the nail on the head just 
as squarely as possible. 
In the sears since the end of World War 
II, right here in Marin we have seen “gold 
plated'1 schools erected when austerity 
should have been the order, if we were to 
keep up with the need for additional class­ 
rooms. 
We built stainless steel kitchens—useful 
mainly for preparing teachers’ lunches and 
PTA potlucks—when that money, along 
with more like it spent on other features 
not absolutely essential to the education of 
our youth, should have been spent to build 
new classrooms and avoid double sessions. 
The I-J spoke out about this type of thing 
over a period of years. 
The response' was small, except from archi­ 
tects and school administrators protesting 
that they weren’t responsible for that state 
of affairs. 
But the public generally remained uncon­ 
cerned. 
Then came the Tamalpais High School 
bond elections, which ended in defeat. With 


grade school children growing up, the deluge 
will soon be reaching the high school level 
in full force. We have no increased capacity 
to handle this sea of new students. We 
haven’t yet voted money to get started with 
construction of an additional new high 
school in the Tam district. 
, As we noted after the last election, it was 
not the people who voted who defeated the 
bonds. It was the people who stayed home, 
a vast majority of those eligible to vote. 
They remained unconcerned. 
Now there are signs that the unconcerned 
are at last awakening a little. 
This week there were three important 
meetings of groups scheduled to discuss the 
forthcoming bond election. 
In the days ahead, between now and clec- 
: i

tion day Oct. 25, more meetings will be held 
to discuss the high school’s need. 
Those who are interested will attend. 
We urge those who are NOT interested to 
attend.

Governor Knight Lauds State's 


Apprenticeship Training Program 
SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Cali­ 
fornia’s apprenticeship training 
program has been much of a 
success, according to Gov. Good­ 
win J. Knight.,, who outlined the 
accomplishments of the program 
in a recent speech in Los An­ 
geles. 
The governor said it is en­ 
couraging to know that Califor­ 
nia apprenticeship in all of the 
trades and Industrie* is on the 
uptrend, and that during the 
past year, the number of active 
registered apprentices has been 
increasing steadily until we have 
now IB,725 persons in the pro­ 
gram. 'That Is, persons who have 
registered under the program and 
are learning a trade or occupa­ 
tion which they can follow in the 
years to come. This is a larger 
number than in. any other state 
in the union... 
New apprentices are being reg­ 
istered at the rate of from 900 to 
1,000 per month and during the 
course of the program, a total 
of 38.857 new journeymen have 
been brought into the state’s 
skilled labor forces, with a great 
majority of these since World 
War n. 
THE GOVERNOR said than 
an important by-product of the 
program is its contribution to­ 
ward good industrial relations. 
Apprenticeship committee meet­ 
ings have provided an opportu­ 
nity for labor and management 
representen ves to become bet­ 
ter acquainted over 'their mutual, 
interest in training the new men. 
Oftentimes, he pointed but, these 
people sitting on the joint com­ 
mittees are the same ones who 
later meet at the collective bar­ 
gaining table. 
“.As they meet night after 
night,” Knight stated, “in their 
apprenticeship committees they 
come to understand each other 
better, and as a result many of 
the friction* and. misunderstand­ 
ings of former years disappear.” 
IN THE RELATIVELY short 
period of the program, experi­ 
ence has shown that the train­ 
ing program is turning out more 
than journeymen. The division 
constantly is receiving reports of 
former apprentices, not long out 
of their training, who are pro­ 
gressing up the ladder of indus­ 
trial success. 
“The combination of on-the- 
job 'training and rotation, to- 
gather with the related and sup­ 
plemental instruction provided 
by local schools, produces the 
thinking mechanic,” K n i g h t 
said. “J o u r n e y m e n. trained 
through apprenticeship frequent­ 
ly become master craftsmen, 
foreman and superintendents. 
They know the ‘ why” as well as 
the “how” of the trades. And 
part of their training is in the 
field of human relations — how

to get along with other people.” 
The governor called attention 
to a recent survey of journey­ 
men who had completed their 
apprenticeship*' in. Palo Alto. It 
was discovered, he said, that 
many of these young men are 
already foremen, superintendents 
and contractors. The survey 
showed another very significant 
thing, that apprenticeship train­ 
ing makes for stable, contributing 
citizens, as 86 per cent of these 
former apprentices are home 
owners, 60 per cent of them hav­ 
ing started buying homes while 
still, apprentices. 
In other words, they were1 
helping to pay for their own edu­ 
cation and training through the 
income and property taxes they 
were paying. Some 90 per cent 
of these former apprentices re­ 
ported they would encourage 
their own sons to learn an ap­ 
prenticeship trade. 
The apprenticeship program is 
one of the better things govern­ 
ment has supported on behalf of 
the citizenry.

“WE SHOULD construct a 
classroom almost every 10 min­ 
utes of every working day for the 
next 60 months,” the governor 
declared. In addition we will 
have to “recruit . . . 100,000 new 
teachers to replace those who re­ 
tire, resign, or die and. to' en­ 
large the teaching ranks to pro­ 
vide a sufficient number of 
teachers for our anticipated in­ 
crease in enrollments.” 
The needed classrooms will 
cost “almost two billion dollars,” 
Governor Knight went on. But 
in addition, salaries for teachers, 
payments for maintenance and 
other services already have 
reached three quarters of a bil­ 
lion dollars per year mark. 
Even with such huge expen­ 
ditures, the governor noted, 
the people of California are not 
•pending as large a proportion 
of their Income on schools as 
they were in 1938 “when our 
incomes and 'economy were at 
low tide.” Last year we paid 
out 1% per cent of our record- 
breaking $2514 billion income 
on schools. In 1938, “we spent 
almost 3%, per rent of our 
statewide individual income 
total on schools.” 
Californians “spend or lose” 
approximately two billion dollars 
per year on cigarettes, liquor, 
horse races or Nevada’s gambling 
tables, the governor Continued. 
“Spending an equal sum once 
every five years on new school­ 
rooms should not be a burden 
too difficult for us to bear.” 
THE DELEGATES, who met 
twice in mass session but spent 
most of their time in small dis­ 
cussion workshops, heard Roy E. 
Simpson, superintendent of pub­ 
lic instruction, put it this way: 
“We have . , . wealth, (yet) w# 
permit a situation to prevail in 
many of our communities where 
a school child cannot have a 
full day'* education.” 
“We are living in a push-but­ 
ton age,” the school*’ head went 
on. “Push button* have not 
changed the need for those fun­ 
damental* of education—reading, 
writing and arithmetic. . .. This, 
as we all know, is also the atomic 
age. We should prepare 'many of 
our children to' learn more than 
the bare fundamentals of the 
3 Rs.” 
’This conference must seek 
out all areas for possible im­ 
provement,” he declared. 
NEIL McELROY. chairman of 
the White House Conference on 
Education, to which the results 
of last weekend’s conference will 
be forwarded, discussed federal 
participation in school problems 
and brought applause from the 
crowd when he declared: 
“There is almost universal 
agreement that control of the 
schools must be left In the hands 
of the state and community as 
in the past.” 
The most valuable product 
of the California conference, 
which McElrov called the 
largest ever held, “may be a

realization on tha part of all 
of us that the problem facing 
our schools today is not Just a 
shortage of money or teacher* 
or of buildings, but of some­ 
thing far more fundamental— 
a shortage of public concern. 
“We in this country tend to 
take public education tar grant­ 
ed. because we have always had. 
it,” McElroy went on. “We just 
assume our schools will always 
be there when September roll* 
around, with teachers in them 
and an education waiting to ba 
called for by children of the 
right age. . . . If (a man) is 
hungry he will fight for food. If 
his family is sick, he will insist 
on proper medical care—and 
quickly. If his safety 1* threat­ 
ened or his fears aroused, he will 
defend his country and willing­ 
ly Pay out money for the com­ 
mon defense. 
“But the threat to our public 
schools have been easier to dis­ 
miss. , . The appalling cost to 
this nation in terms of lost hu­ 
man values of crowded schools, 
inadequate teachers and a sub­ 
standard education for some of 
our youngsters is easily Ignored. 
“ONE OF OUR . . . chief aims 
must be to convince the citizens 
of each school district in this 
nation that the proper education 
of our young is just as important 
as national defense or any other 
public problem and just as de­ 
serving of a call on, our re­ 
sources,” McElroy declared. 
In closing the session, Gover­ 
nor Knight emphasized: “W* 
cannot tackle our educational 
problems In piecemeal fashion 
and. expect to obtain satisfactory;, 
long range results. We must plan 
far into the future . . , and then 
translate those plans into action. 
“The end of this conference 
only emphasizes that we are just 
beginning the battle for main­ 
taining continuing public Inter­ 
est in public education. . . . It 
is after you return home ... that 
your real work must begin. What 
we all do about the problem day- 
t o-d a. y and month-to-month 
henceforth will, in. reality, de­ 
termine the degree of success of 
this conference.”

FOUR PROPOSALS 
School District 
Revamps Studied 


Need, for reorganization of school 
districts in Central, and North Ma­ 
rin h it Marin's Com.mi.ttee 
on. 
School House Planning Monday 
when it m et in. Terra Linda’s 
Hoffman School, where 300 stu­ 
dents are Jammed into four class­ 
rooms of the uncompleted build­ 
ing. 
Faced with the area’s problems 
of rapid and continuing growth, 
school trustees, committee mem­ 
bers and parents in the Terra 
Linda League heard four proposals 
for organization of the San Ra­ 
fael, San Quentin, Dixie, San Jose, 
Novato and Burdell School Dis­ 
tricts. 
FOUR PROPOSALS 
Proposals which will be studied 
and reconsidered Nov. 7 included: 
1. Retaining the status quo. 
2. Establishing two or more uni­ 
fied. districts. 
* 3. Establishing one unified dis­ 
trict. 
4. Accomplish unionization be­ 
tween certain elementary school 
districts or annexation of certain 
school districts by others. 
Chairman Mrs. Lorraine Pearce 
introduced 
committee 
members 
who explained reasons ffor and 
against the organization Proposals 
after clarification of the state 
Board of Education’s poUcy of en­ 
couraging the form atiJ^ of ade­ 
quate unified school districts. 
Dr. Wallace Hall, county super­ 
intendent of schools, pointed out 
the' state's criteria for unification 
stipulated 
the 
school 
district 
should "be of sufficient size so th at 
necessary administration and su­ 
pervision can, be furnished a t a 
reasonable cost with enough pupils 
included to make a complete edu­ 
cational program feasible. 
ENROLLMENT STANDARD 
Approximately 10,000 pupils be­ 
tween the ages of 6 and 18 is gen­ 
erally accepted as meeting the 
enrollment standard but Hall not­ 
ed when other conditions are justi­ 
fied, a unified school district may 
be formed with as few as 1,200 
pupils. 
Rex Silvernale, San Rafael trus­ 
tee, outlined the merits of re­ 
taining the status quo—San R a­ 
fael High School District, serving 
the San. .Rafael City, Dixie, San 
Jose and San Quentin Elementary 
Districts; Novato Unified. School, 
District offering elementary and 
high school facilities for the No­ 
vato area, and the lone Burdell 
Elementary School District, 
Only apparent advantage in re­ 
taining the present organization, 
said Silvernale, would be as a tem ­ 
porary expedient, pending further 
study. He listed l s disadvantages 
of the present setup: four elemen­ 
tary districts aren’t represented in 
high school m atters; boundaries 
aren’t community boundaries; the 
tax base isn’t equalized; structure 
doesn’t facilitate 
an integrated 
p r o g r a m 
f r o m 
kindergarten 
through 12th grade except for San 
Rafael Elementary and Novato 
Unified. 
Mrs. George Alpe» of San R a­ 
fael presented the alternate pro­ 
posal of establishing two or more 
'unified districts for Centra! and 
North Marin, which would meet 
the state’s criteria. She pointed but 
the Marin Planning Commission 
envisions three community areas— 
North Marin, the Novato and Ig­ 
nacio areas; Gallinas Valley in­ 
cluding the Dixie School District, 


Santa Venetia and Rafael Mea­ 
dows now portions of the San 
Rafael district, and the Can Rafael 
community to include the balance 
of the area. 
Within four years, Mrs. Alpers 
explained, 
San Rafael, 
Novato, 
Dixie and San Jose Districts will 
each have an adequate enrollment 
to support a unified district, eith* 
er alone or in combination with 
one or mcre other districts. She 
suggested the remaining elemen­ 
tary districts might be combined 
with one of the larger districts in 
the interest of economy, efficiency 
and improved program. 
Disadvantages to Mrs. Alpers’ 
proposal included the realization 
that the greatest possible equaliza­ 
tion of the local tax base might 
not be best achieved. 
She listed eight possible combi­ 
nations for grouping of school dis­ 
tricts, based on estimated enroll­ 
ment in 1959. They are: 
‘ 1. A San Rafael Unified District 
and a Novato Unified District. 
Estimated enrollment in excess of 
12,000 each. 
2. San Rafael and San Quentin 
Elementary Districts as a unified 
district. Estimated enrollment in 
excess of 10,000. 
3. Novato Unified District and 
Burdell Elementary District as a 
unified district. Estimated enroll­ 
ment of 3,000. 
4. San Jose as a unified district. 
Estimated enrollment of 6,000. 
5. Dixie as a unified district. 
Estimated enrollment of 6,000. 
6. Novato' Unified District and 
San 
Jose 
Elementary 
District. 
Estimated enrollment of 9,000. 
7. San Rafael and Dixie Ele­ 
mentary Districts. Estimated en­ 
rollment of 12,500. 
8. San 
Jose 
Elementary 
and 
Dixie Elementary Districts as a 
unified district. Estimated enroll­ 
m ent of 12,000. 
Greatest possible equalization of 
the local tax base, increased ad­ 
ministrative efficiency and greater 
uniformity in the educational pat­ 
tern were termed advantages of 
establishing one unified school by 
Geoige Benoit, San Anselmo trus­ 
tee. 
On the other hand, Benoit said 
one unified district would result 
in a potential enrollment of 25,- 
000 student» by 1959. Since this 
proposal violates the concept of 
school-community integrity, Ben­ 
oit suggested It might be diffi­ 
cult to obtain effective lay parti­ 
cipation because of the distance 
and diversity of community in­ 
terest, 
Presenting the fourth proposal— 
accomplishing 
unionization 
be­ 
tween certain elementary school 
districts or annexation of certain 
school districts by others—was E. 
R. Lang of Novato. 
Although this would assure’ bet­ 
ter educational opportunities for 
children of the smaller districts 
while avoiding some of the diffi­ 
culties inherent in the present 
district boundary lines, Lang term ­ 
ed the proposal “merely a stop­ 
gap.”

(rock piles, concrete slabs or an 
under water wall) are almost pro­ 
hibitively expensive.

This wall 
consists of four units made up of 
huge timbers bolted together and 
attached to a steel keel balasted 
with concrete.

Each section is 172 feet long, 
10 feet wide and 17 feet deep. 
Most of this will not be visible, 
and will form an underwater bar­ 
rier around the harbor. A small 
opening on the bay side will allow 
boats to enter the sheltered area. 
Dolphins (groups of two or more 
piles) have been sin k to keep the 
breakwater units from being pulled 
out into the bay. 
The four units which are being 
towed one at a time from Vallejo 
were Army surplus. For several 
years after the war they were used 
as a breakwater for the Vallejo 
Yacht Club. When the yacht club 
moved, it put the units up for sale, 
and Nunes grabbed them up, see­ 
ing in them the solution to the 
long-standing problem of a h ar­ 
bor on the open bay.

Marin faces the possibility of 
the San Rafael-Richmond Bridge 
being opened to traffic onto the 
winding two-lane road which now 
serves the Richmond ferry, the 
Division of Highways said today.

Russia Said 


To Have 


Super Bomb 


WASHINGTON (U.R)—An atom ­ 
ic scientist said today that “Rus­ 
sia must have the super.” 
He was referring to persistent 
reports, never officially confirmed, 
that there was “something extra 
special” about a series of Soviet 
nuclear tests revealed by the U.S. 
Atomic Energy Commission a year 
ago this month. 
By “the super” this scientist 
meant the kind of weapon tested 
by the United States at Bikini in 
March, 1954. It also has been call 
ed the three-F or fission-fusion- 
fission bomb. 
m , 
, 
It achieved notoriety because, in 
addition to its destructive power— 
nearly 1,000 times greater than the 
ordinary A-bomb—it loosed enough 
radioactive 
fallout to poison an 
area of 7,000 square miles. 
This country m aintains a moni­ 
toring network which tells it when 
the Russians stage nuclear tests, 
the latest of which got under way 
last summer and may be still go­ 
ing on. 
But the commission seldom spec­ 
ifies the kind of weapons, whether 
fusion 
H-bombs 
or 
fission 
A- 
bombs, the Russians are testing. 
And it has never come right out 
and said whether there even is 
such a thing as the “super” of 
whatever nationality. 
It is known, however, that the 
Russians have exploded new vari­ 
eties of their H-bomb since the 
last Soviet fusion test formally an­ 
nounced by the AEC in August, 
1953. A high U.S. official told the 
United Press that they “have not 
been sitting on their bottoms.” 
Whether the Russians tested a 
super H-bomb last fall undoubted­ 
ly is known to this country if it 
was made anything like the U B . 
Bikini bomb. Japanese scientists 
who analyzed fallout particles from 
the American weapon tipped off 
its apparent three-phase nature. 


Some Morocco 
Rebels Quit As 
Fight Goes On 


RABATA, French Morocco (JPy- 
White flags ven t up today over 
small villages in the mid-Atlas 
Mountains and along the Spanish 
Moroccan frontier, indicating that 
some rebel tribesmen in the zone 
of the current uprising are ready 
to call it quits. 
French officers were not opti­ 
mistic that all trouble was ending. 
Fighting continued at Tizi Ouzli, 
in eastern French Morocco near 
the frontier c-f the Spanish zone. 
Although the military situation 
seemed to be getting slightly bet­ 
ter, the political situation wors­ 
ened. both in Morocco and in 
France. 
In Paris Premier Edgar Faure 
fired five Gaullist critics of his 
North African policy. 
In 
Rabat, 
a 
French 
colonial 
group known as the "French Pres­ 
ence” insisted it had a promise 
from Resident Gen. Pierre Boyer 
de LaTour that he would not put 
fully into effect the reform pro­ 
gram outlined by the government 
in Paris. 
There was no confirmation from 
the resident general, who was 
touring troubled areas. 
Troops from Boured and Tizi 
Ouzli fought through ambushes 
and past mountain marksmen yes­ 
terday and finally linked up with 
Moroccan cavalry from Aknoul. 
They beat off a series of mass 
attacks 
that 
began 
Saturday 
against the triangle of outposts 
along the border between French 
and Spanish Morocco. 
But the French were still men­ 
aced by the rebels holding posi­ 
tions in the surrounding moun­ 
tains. 


Papagos Colleague 
New Greek Leader 


ATHENS, Greece (JP)—Constan­ 
tine Karam anlis, popular and dap­ 
per Cabinet colleague of the late 
Premier M arshal Alexander P a­ 
pagos, moved quickly today to 
form a new Greek government. 


King Paul picked M aramanlls 
to take over the government reins. 


The nation, meanwhile, mourned 
the death of Papagos, who suc­ 
cumbed Tuesday night after a pro- 


longed gastric ailment contracted 
in a Nazi concentration camp. 
Sorrowing Greeks filed through 
Athens Cathedral to pay their last 
respects. Weeping women knelt to 
kiss the bier. 
Karam anlis, 46, tall and hand­ 
some, is considered one of the 
best dressed men in Greek poli­ 
tics. Under Papagos he was com­ 
munications 
and 
public 
works 
minister. He became one of the 


most popular men in the country 
because of a -weeping road-build­ 
ing program. 


His selection last night was a 
surprise, since one of Papagos’ 
last acts was to name Stephan 
Stephanopoulos, for gn minister 
and deputy premier, as acting 


premier. 


The son of a poor tobacco farm ­ 
er, Karam anlis studied law at 
Athens University. He has served 
in Parliament, since 1932, except 
for the period of John M etaxas’ 
dictatorship' and wartime occupa­ 
tion.

Dissidents From Cabinet 


PARIS (JP) — Angered by their 
outspoken opposition to his North 
African 
policy, 
French 
Premier 
Edgar Faure fired four followers 
of Gen. Charles de Gaulle from 
his Cabinet today. 
A fifth minister from the G aul­ 
list Social Republican party, Pub­ 
lic Works Minister Edward Cor- 
niglion-Molinier, remained in the 
Cabinet. Gen. Pierre Koenig, the 
defense minister, led the dissidents 
Faure kicked out. 
Faure asked for and obtained 
the four resignations. 
The premier’s friend said he 
would defy the Gaullists by going 
before the National \ssembly and 
demanding a vote of the policies 
of his government as a whole— 
not Just on North Afr’ca. 
Gaston Palewski, special minis­ 
ter; Raymond Triboulet, minister 
for veterans affairs, and Maurice 
Bayrou, secretary of state in the 
ministry for overseas territories, 
resigned along wi' 
Koenig. 
Faure announced his intention 
to stay on as head of the gr 
- 


ment after a cabinet meeting with 
President Rene Coty. 
He said debate on North A fri­ 
can policy would begin tonight in 
the National \ssembly. 
It is expected that the debate 
will go on non-stop until Faure 
either wins a vote of confidence 
or is thrown out. 
His chances of surviving as head 
of the government appear relative­ 
ly thin.

Flood w aters iell back in W ichi­ 
ta Falls, Tex., today, but there 
was no stopping th e m ounting 
death and horror in devastated 
Tampico, Mexico. 
At W ichita Falls, m ost of the 
500 persons who fled the surging 
waters of the W ichita River re­ 
turned to th eir homes. More rains 
were expected today, but fore­ 
casters said they would have to 
become extrem ely heavy to send 
more floods swirling through the 
city. 
About 150 city blocks were under 
w ater a t the height of the flood 
yesterday, but only about 50 of 
them were in the residential dis­ 
trict. The river itself was expected 
to go back below flood stage today. 
B ut a t flood-battered Tampico 
flood w aters held no m ercy for 
an estim ated 80,000 homeless per­ 
sons. 
Food supplies were not expected 
to last more th an a day and a 
half longer and the m illing refu­ 
gees had a new horror to deal with 
— hordes 
of 
poisonous 
snakes 
.swarming out of th e flood w aters 
onto the few rem aining patches of 
dry ground. 
Refugees huddled on house tops 
tore boards loose to fight off the 
squirming r a t t l e s n a k e s , coral 
snakes 
and 
w a t e r 
moccasins. 
Meanwhile, swarms of U.S. M arine 
and Air Force planes joined in 
the battle to bring tons of sup­ 
plies to the city and to evacuate 
as m any of the homeless as pos­ 
sible. 
Elsewhere, rain fell early today 
1 over N orthern Illinois and Indiana, 
the E astern 
G reat

The high school site also will be 
at a higher elevation than High­ 
way 101 in the Greenbrae-Corte 
Madera area. 
SHOWS SLIDES 
Gromme displayed color slides 
of the site and explained the stage 
planning which envisions a 1,200- 
student high school at first, to be 
expanded ultimately to serve 3,000 
students. The architect noted that 
certain economies could be real­ 
ized since the plans did not have 
to qualify for state aid. 
Scale models of the 
buildings 
and grounds as well as sketches 
of them are being displayed at 
various public meetings prior to 
election day. 
In response to questions about 
cost of filling the land, Engle said 
he estimated about 350,000 cubic 
yards of fill will be needed. 
The first 122,000 yards are now 
being leveled over a 16-acre area 
at a cost of $34,000 or

Engle said a nearby commercial 
job with which he is associated 
is buying fill and having it truck­ 
ed in at about 40 cents a yard.

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Sausalitan Near

A 42-year-old Sausalito carpen­ 
ter suffered serious brain damage 
this morning after his wife found 
him hanging from the rafters in 
the cellar.

tercay to have cost in excess of 
$5,000. 
With the remodeling plan over­ 
ruled, question of what to do was 
tackled. William Fusselman sug­ 
gested use of B Street School, but 
“backed off” the idea when it was 
pointed out the school wrould not 
be immediately available. 
Then he reiterated his often- 
offered proposal to put a wing on 
the courthouse. He moved to call 
a meeting of the board, the judges, 
the architect, public works direc­ 
tor, and planning director to dis­ 
cuss what should be incorporated 
in a newT wing. This would have 
passed without trouble had he not 
added the 
clause, 
“and after 
agreement as to needs, the archi­ 
tect be ordered to draw prelim­ 
inary plans and submit them to 
us.” 
This brought down the house. 
Supervisor Vera Schultz charged 
that Fusselman was 
attempting 
to order plans before he determin­ 
ed what the needs were. She urged 
him to only call the meeting and 
not order thq plans. He refused. 
‘SHOULD WEIGH THIS’ 
Chairman 
Walter 
Castro 
de­ 
clared, “We have to do something, 
but I want to put this on a busi­ 
ness standpoint. Before we order 
plans we should weigh this and 
know what we are going to do.” 
William Gnoss agreed. 
But James Marshall sided with 
Fusselman and seconded his mo­ 
tion. This brought about a new 
outbreak. Mrs. Schultz t a l k e d 
across the table with Marshall, 
saying she was “trying to protect 
my fellow supervisors” from Fus- 
selman’s maneuvers. 
“Are you calling me a crook?” 
raged Fusselman. “Why, I ’ll bury 
you a mile deep—and I mean it,” 
he stormed at Mrs. Schultz.

The plans have been altered to 
provide a more adequate under­ 
pass from the highway to Francis­ 
co boulevard near the corner of 
the drive-in theater, Weymouth 
pointed out. This will allow for 
eventual extension of San Pedro 
road across San Rafael canal to 
tie into Highway 101. 
Crux of the division’s problem at 
the present is time and the “re­ 
luctance” on the part of the state 
Highway Commission to vote free­ 
way funds if no freeway agree­ 
ment exists, Weymouth said. 
If actual work on building the 
freeway gets under way later than 
the first of January, he said, it is 
quite likely the highway could not 
be completed in time for the open­ 
ing of the new San Rafael-Rich- 
mond Bridge.

Formosa To Link East And West 
San Rafael Club Speaker Says

“Formosa is going to be the 
link between the east and the 
west’* declared John K. Chapel, 
author, lecturer and world traveler, 
in his address at the meeting of 
San 
Rafael 
Improvement 
Club 
Tuesday afternoon. Chapel, who 
had a “rendezvous” behind the 
Bamboo Curtain in July, told of 
countless thousands of Chinese 
Nationalists who are awaiting the 
day when they can come from 
undercover to overpower the Com­ 
munists. 
The dynamic speaker expressed 
his conviction time and again that 
“East and West will meet,” Kipling 
to the contrary, and he foresees 
Japan as the leader in the East 
and America in the West. Formosa, 
he believes, will be the medium 
for fusing. The speaker, who lived 
for weeks among the people on 
Formosa, described them as “ele­ 
vated and loyal” and predicted, 
“We will see Formosans on the 
mainland.’* 
Speaking of this country’s aid 
to the Chinese Nationalists, Chapel 
remarked, “We are not helping 
them as much as we are helping 
ourselves.” Throughout his 
ad­ 
dress the speaker urged “Forget 
personalities, listen to the people.” 
Chapel, who is Russian born and 
now an American citizen, because 
of his family’s high connections 
early became aware of Russian 
“diplomacy.” He spoke of Russian 
“cunning” and said Molotov and 


others high in the Soviet are for 
“peaoeful co-existence as long as 
it is on their side.” 
The speaker, talking of Egypt 
and Premier Nasser, said that 
country is now a “powder keg.” He 
said th at Communist infiltration 
in South America, to which so 
many people in this country had 
kept their minds closed, has now 
been proved. Chapel declared this 
country is an Utopia and th at its 
people have become so accustomed 
to their independence and the 
privileges they cannot conceive 
what life under tyranny means. To 
protect their way of life, Ameri­ 
cans must be alert to what is hap­ 
pening in other countries, the 
speaker warned. 
The speaker was introduced by 
Mrs. Eldred Hillis, club president.

schools 
erected 
when

should have been the order, if we were to 
keep up with the need for additional class­ 


rooms. 
We built stainless steel kitchens—useful 
mainly for preparing teachers lunches and 
FTA 
potlucks—when that money, along 
with more like it spent on other features 
not absolutely essential to the education of 
our youth, should have been spent to build 
new classrooms and avoid double sessions. 
T he I-} spoke out about this type of thing 
over a period of years. 
The response was small, except from archi­ 
tects and school administrators protesting 
that they weren’t responsible for that state 


of affairs. 
But the public generally remained uncon­ 


cerned. 
Then came the Tamalpais High School 
bond elections, which ended in defeat. \ \ ith 


grade school children growing up, the deluge 
will soon be reaching the high school level 
in full force. We have no increased capacity 
to handle this sea of new students. W e 
haven’t yet voted money to get started with 
construction of an additional newT high 
school in the l am district. 


As we noted after the last election, it was 
not the people wbo voted who defeated the 
bonds. It wras the people who stayed home, 
a vast majority of those eligible to vote. 


They remained unconcerned. 


Now there are signs that the unconcerned 
are at last awakening a little. 


This week there were three important 
meetings of groups scheduled to discuss the 
forthcoming bond election. 


In the days ahead, between now and elec­ 
tion day Oct. 25, more meetings will be held 
to discuss the high school's need.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Cali­ 
fornia’s apprenticeship training 
program has been m uch of a 
success, according to Gov. Good­ 
win J. K night, who outlined the 
accomplishments of the program 
in a recent speech in Los An­ 
geles. 
The governor said it 
is 
en­ 
couraging to know th a t Califor­ 
nia apprenticeship in all of ths 
trades and industries is on the 
uptrend, and th a t during the 
past year, the num ber of active 
registered apprentices has been 
increasing steadily until we have 
now 18,725 persons in the pro­ 
gram. T h a t is, persons who have 
registered under the program and 
are learning a trade or occupa­ 
tion which they can follow in the 
years to come. This is a larger 
num ber than in any other state 
in the union. 
New apprentices are being reg­ 
istered a t the rate of from 900 to 
1,000 per m onth and during the 
course of the program , a total 
of 38,857 new journeym en have 
been brought into 
the 
state’s 
skilled labor forces, with a great 
m ajority of these since World 
W ar n . 


THE GOVERNOR said than 
an im portant by-product of the 
program is its contribution to­ 
ward good 
industrial relations. 
Apprenticeship committee m eet­ 
ings have provided an opportu­ 
nity for labor and m anagem ent 
representatives to become bet­ 
ter acquainted over their m utual 
interest in training the new men. 
Oftentimes, he pointed Out, these 
people sitting on the joint com­ 
m ittees are the same ones who 
later m eet a t the collective b ar­ 
gaining table. 
“As they 
m eet 
night 
after 
night,” K night stated, “in their 
apprenticeship committees they 
come to understand each other 
better, and as a result m any of 
the frictions and m isunderstand­ 
ings of former years disappear.” 


IN THE RELATIVELY short 
period of the program, experi­ 
ence has shown th a t the tra in ­ 
ing program is turning out more 
than journeymen. The division 
constantly is receiving reports of 
former apprentices, not long out 
of their training, who are pro­ 
gressing up the ladder of indus­ 
trial success. 
“The combination of on-the- 
job training and rotation, to- 
gather w ith the related and sup­ 
plem ental 
instruction 
provided 
by local schools, produces the 
thinking 
m echanic,” 
K n i g h t 
said. “J o u r n e y m e n 
trained 
through apprenticeship frequent­ 
ly 
become 
m aster 
craftsm en, 
forem an 
and 
superintendents. 
They know the ' why” as well as 
the “how” of the trades. And 
part of their training is in the 
field of hum an relations — how 


to get along with other people.” 
The governor called attention 
to a recent survey of journey­ 
men who had completed their 
apprenticeships in Palo Alto. It 
was discovered, he said, 
th a t 
m any of these young men are 
already foremen, superintendents 
a n d 
contractors. 
The 
survey 
showed another very significant 
thing, th a t apprenticeship tra in ­ 
ing makes for stable, contributing 
citizens, as 86 per cent of these 
form er 
apprentices 
are 
home 
owners, 60 per cent of them hav­ 
ing started buying homes while 
still apprentices. 
In other words, 
they 
were 
helping to pay for their own edu­ 
cation and training through the 
income and property taxes they 
were paying. Some 90 per cent 
of these form er apprentices re ­ 
ported 
they 
would 
encourage 
their own sons to learn an ap­ 
prenticeship trade. 
The apprenticeship program is 
one of the better things govern­ 
m ent has supported on behalf of 
the citizenry.

SACRAMENTO — Gov. Good­ 
win K night put the school prob­ 
lem squarely to the nearly 3000 
delegates at last weekend’s State 
Conference 
on 
Education, 
in 
which practically every county 
in the 
state, 
including 
M arin 
(see adjacent story), was repre­ 
sented. 


“WE 
SHOULD 
construct 
a 
classroom alm ost every 10 m in­ 
utes of every working day for the 
next 60 m onths,” the governor 
declared. In addition 
we 
will 
have to “recruit . . . 100,000 new 
teachers to replace those who re ­ 
tire, resign or die and to en­ 
large the teaching ranks to pro­ 
vide a 
sufficient 
num ber 
of 
teachers for our anticipated in­ 
crease in enrollm ents.” 


The needed 
classrooms 
will 
cost “almost two billion dollars,” 
Governor K night went on. But 
in addition, salaries for teachers, 
paym ents for m aintenance and 
other 
services 
already 
h a v e 
reached three quarters of a bil­ 
lion dollars per year m ark. 


Even with such huge expen­ 
ditures, 
the 
governor 
noted, 
the people of California are not 
■pending as large a proportion 
of their income on schools as 
they were in 1938 “when our 
incomes and economy were at 
low tide.” Last year we paid 
out 2% per cent of our record- 
breaking $25 % billion income 
on schools. In 1938, “we spent 
almost 3$£ per cent 
of 
our 
statewide 
individual 
income 
total on schools.” 


Californians “spend or lose” 
approxim ately two billion dollars 
per year on 
cigarettes, 
liquor, 
horse races or Nevada’s gambling 
fables, the governor Continued. 
“Spending an equal sum once 
every five years on new school­ 
rooms should not be a burden 
too difficult for us to bear.”

OPTIM ISM IS HIGH because 
employment continues near the 
top and the national total of per­ 
sonal income after taxes stays 
a t record levels. Many observers, 
therefore, feel th a t the public’s 
strong urge to spend will con­ 
tinue through the rest of this 
year a t least. 


The adm inistration can move 
quickly on several fronts if busi­ 
ness should unexpectedly turn 
downward. The tight credit situ­ 
ation can be 
reversed 
quickly, 
making more money available if 
businessmen, or home builders, 
or ever car buyers, need it. And 
easier credit m ight spur state 
and local governments to start 
some of their building program s 
—highways, schools, w ater and 
sewer systems. 


THE DELEGATES, who met 
twice in mass session but spent 
most of their time in small dis­ 
cussion workshops, heard Roy E. 
Simpson, superintendent of pub­ 
lic instruction, put it this way: 


“We have . . . wealth, (yet) we 
perm it a situation to prevail in 
m any of our communities where 
a school child cannot have a 
full day’s education.” 
“We are living in a push-but­ 
ton age,” the schools’ head went 
on. “Push 
buttons 
have 
not 
changed the need for those fun­ 
dam entals of education—reading, 
w riting and arithm etic. . . . This, 
as we all know, is also the atomic 
age. We should prepare m any of 
our children to learn more th an 
the bare fundam entals of the 
3 Rs.” 
‘T his 
conference 
m ust 
seek 
out all areas 
for 
possible 
im ­ 
provement,” he declared. 


NEIL McELROY, chairm an of 
the W hite House Conference on 
Education, to which the results 
of last weekend’s conference will 
be forwarded, discussed federal 
participation in school problems 
and brought applause from the 
crowd when he declared: 
“There 
is 
alm ost 
universal 
agreem ent th a t control of the 
schools m ust be left in the hands 
of the state and community as 
in the past.” 


The most valuable product 
of the California conference, 
which 
McElrov 
called 
the 
largest ever held, “may be a 


realization on the part of all 
of us that the problem facing 
our schools today is not just a 
shortage of money or teacher* 
or of buildings, but of some­ 
thing far more fundamental— 
a shortage of public concern. 


“We in this country tend to 
take public education for g ra n t­ 
ed because we have always had 
it,” McElroy went on. “We ju st 
assume our schools will alwaye 
be there when Septem ber rolls 
around, with teachers in them 
and an education waiting to be 
called for by 
children 
of 
the 
right age. . . . If (a m an) is 
hungry he will fight for food. If 
his family is sick, he will insist 
on 
proper 
medical 
care—and 
quickly. If his safety is th re a t­ 
ened or his fears aroused, he will 
defend his country and wiiling- 
ly pay out money for the com­ 
mon defense. 
“B ut the threat to our publie 
schools have been easier to dis­ 
miss. . . . The appalling cost to 
this nation in term s of lost h u ­ 
m an values of crowded schools, 
inadequate teachers and a sub­ 
standard education for some of 
our youngsters is easily ignored. 


“ONE OF OUR . . . chief aim s 
m ust be to convince the citizens 
of each school district in this 
nation th a t the proper education 
of our young is just as im portant 
as national defense or any other 
public problem and just as de­ 
serving of a call 
on 
our 
re ­ 
sources,” McElroy declared. 
In closing the session, Gover­ 
nor K night 
emphasized: 
“W* 
cannot tackle our educational 
problems in piecemeal fashion 
and expect to obtain satisfactory, 
long range results. We m ust plan 
far into the future . . . and then 
translate those plans into action. 
“T he end of this conference 
only emphasizes th a t we are just 
beginning the battle for m ain­ 
taining continuing public in ter­ 
est in public education. . . . It 
is after you return home . . . th a t 
your real work m ust begin. W hat 
we all do about the problem day- 
t o-d a y 
and 
m onth-to-m onth 
henceforth will, in reality, de­ 
term ine the degree of success of 
this conference.”

Need for reorganization of school 
districts in C entral and N orth M a­ 
rin 
h it 
M arin's 
Committee 
on 
School House Planning Monday 
when it m et in T erra Linda’s 
Hoffm an School, where 300 stu­ 
dents are jam m ed into four class­ 
rooms of the uncompleted build­ 
ing. 
Faced w ith the area’s problems 
of rapid and continuing growth, 
school trustees, committee m em­ 
bers and parents in the T erra 
Linda League heard four proposals 
for organization of the San R a­ 
fael, San Quentin, Dixie, San Jose, 
Novato and Burdell School Dis­ 
tricts. 
FOUR PROPOSALS 
Proposals which will be studied 
and reconsidered Nov. 7 included: 
1. Retaining the status quo. 
2. Establishing two or more uni­ 
fied districts. 
' 3. Establishing one unified dis­ 
trict. 
4. Accomplish unionization be­ 
tween certain elem entary school 
districts or annexation of certain 
school districts by others. 
C hairm an Mrs. Lorraine Pearce 
introduced 
committee 
mem bers 
who explained reasons Mor and 
against the organization Sroposals 
after clarification 
of ttie 
state 
Board of Education’s poUjcy of en­ 
couraging the form ation of ade­ 
quate unified school districts. 
Dr. W allace Hall, county super­ 
intendent of schools, pointed out 
the state’s criteria for unification 
stipulated 
the 
school 
district 
should be of sufficient size so th at 
necessary adm inistration and su­ 
pervision can be furnished a t a 
reasonable cost w ith enough pupils 
included to make a complete edu 
cational program feasible. 
ENROLLMENT STANDARD 
Approximately 10,000 pupils be 
tween the ages of 6 and 18 is gen­ 
erally accepted as m eeting the 
enrollm ent standard but Hall not­ 
ed when other conditions are justi­ 
fied, a unified achool district may 
be formed with as few as 1,200 
pupils. 
Rex Silvernale, San R afael trus­ 
tee, outlined the m erits of re­ 
taining the status quo—San R a­ 
fael High School District, serving 
the San Rafael City, Dixie, San 
Jose and San Q uentin Elem entary 
D istricts; Novato Unified School 
D istrict offering elem entary and 
high school facilities for the No­ 
vato area, and the lone Burdell 
Elem entary School District. 
Only apparent advantage in re ­ 
taining the present organization, 
said Silvernale, would be as a tem ­ 
porary expedient, pending further 
study. He listed 
disadvantages 
of the present setup: four elem en­ 
tary districts aren’t represented in 
high school m atters; boundaries 
aren’t community boundaries; the 
tax base isn’t equalized; structure 
doesn’t 
facilitate 
an 
integrated 
p r o g r a m 
f r o m 
kindergarten 
through 12th grade except for San 
R afael 
Elem entary 
and 
Novato 
Unified. 
Mrs. George Alpers of San R a­ 
fael presented the alternate pro­ 
posal of establishing two or more 
unified districts for Central and 
N orth M arin, which would meet 
the state’s criteria. She pointed but 
the M arin Planning Commission 
envisions three community areas— 
N orth M arin, the Novato and Ig­ 
nacio areas; G allinas Valley in ­ 
cluding the Dixie School District, 


S anta Venetia and Rafael M ea­ 
dows now portions of the San 
Rafael district, and the San Rafael 
community to include the balance 
of the area. 
W ithin four years, Mrs. Alpers 
explained, 
San 
Rafael, 
Novato, 
Dixie and San Jose Districts will 
each have an adequate enrollm ent 
to support a unified district, eitht 
er alone or in com bination with 
one or more other districts. She 
suggested the rem aining elem en­ 
tary districts m ight be combined 
with one of the larger districts in 
the interest of economy, efficiency 
and improved program. 
Disadvantages to Mrs. Alpers’ 
proposal included the realization 
th a t the greatest possible equaliza­ 
tion of the local tax base m ight 
not be best achieved. 
She listed eight possible combi­ 
nations for grouping of school dis­ 
tricts, based on estim ated enroll­ 
m ent in 1959. They are: 
1. A San Rafael Unified District 
and a Novato Unified District. 
Estim ated enrollm ent in excess of 
12,000 each. 
2. San Rafael and San Quentin 
Elem entary Districts as a unified 
district. Estim ated enrollm ent in 
excess of 10,000. 
3. Novato Unified D istrict and 
Burdell Elem entary D istrict as a 
unified district. Estim ated enroll­ 
m ent of 3,000. 
4. San Jose as a unified district. 
Estim ated enrollm ent of 6,000. 
5. Dixie as a unified district. 
Estim ated enrollm ent of 6,000. 
6. Novato Unified D istrict and 
San 
Jose 
Elem entary 
District. 
Estim ated enrollm ent of 9,000. 
7. San Rafael and Dixie Ele­ 
m entary Districts. Estim ated en ­ 
rollm ent of 12,500. 
8. San 
Jose 
Elem entary 
and 
Dixie Elem entary Districts as a 
unified district. Estim ated enroll­ 
m ent of 12,000. 
G reatest possible equalization of 
the local tax base, increased ad­ 
m inistrative efficiency and greater 
uniform ity in the educational p at­ 
tern were term ed advantages of 
establishing one unified school by 
Geoige Benoit, San Anselmo tru s­ 
tee. 
On the other hand, Benoit said 
one unified district would result 
in a potential enrollm ent of 25,- 
000 students by 1959. Since this 
proposal violates the concept of 
school-comm unity integrity, B en­ 
oit suggested it m ight be diffi­ 
cult to obtain effective lay p arti­ 
cipation because of the distance 
and diversity of community in­ 
terest, 
Presenting the fourth proposal— 
accomplishing 
unionization 
be­ 
tween certain elem entary school 
districts or annexation of certain 
school districts by others—was E. 
R. Lang of Novato. 
Although this would assure bet­ 
ter educational opportunities for 
children of the smaller districts 
while avoiding some of the diffi­ 
culties inherent in the present 
district boundary lines, Lang term ­ 
ed the proposal “merely a stop­ 
gap.”

Unusual Breakwater To 


Be Installed At Sausalito 


there. 
Conventional breakwaters 
(rock piles, concret» slabs or an 
under w ater wall) are alm ost pro­ 
hibitively expensive. 
The breakw ater which Nunes is 
constructing 
will 
form 
a 
wall 
around the 50-berth pier which 
he installed this summer. This wall 
consists of four units made up of 
huge tim bers bolted together and 
attached to a steel keel balasted 
w ith concrete.

Each section is 172 feet long, 
10 feet wide and 17 feet deep. 
Most of this wil! not be visible, 
and will form an underw ater bar­ 
rier around the harbor. A small 
opening on the bay side will allow 
boats to enter the sheltered area. 
Dolphins (groups of two or more 
piles) have been sunk to keep the 
breakw ater units from being pulled 
out into the bay. 
The four units which are being 
towed one a t a time from Vallejo 
were Army surplus. For several 
years after the war they were used 
as a breakw ater for the Vallejo 
Y acht Club. W hen the yacht club 
moved, it put the units up for sale, 
and Nunes grabbed them up, see­ 
ing in them the solution to the 
long-standing problem of a h ar­ 
bor on the open bay. 
But this is only the beginning 
of plans being m ade by Nunes 
Brothers 
Boat 
Builders. 
Next 
spring more berthing facilities will 
be installed, floating piers will 
line the inner edge of the break­ 
water, with 100 more berths ju t­ 
ting out. All berths have electric 
and w ater facilities, and no “stu 
in the m ud’’ problems, the average 
depth being 12 feet. 
Parking facilities are also be­ 
ing made on the lot adjacent to 
the boat building section. There 
will be room for the cars of all 
yachts berthing in the harbor.

Supervisors are anxious to “get 
going” on the condemnation pro­ 
ceedings against the 130-acre Scet­ 
trini property at Santa Venetia 
for a civic center and fairgrounds. 
But a proposed negotiation to ac­ 
quire 30 or 40 acres less than the 
total amount apparently does not 
have the sanction of the board. 
Dist. Atty. W. O. Weissich came 
before the board late Tuesday af­ 
ternoon, asking what the situation 
was 
regarding the 
compromise 
settlement. He said that as he un­ 
derstood the situation, the director 
of public works and the planning 
director were supposed to be work­ 
ing out an alternate plan of devel­ 
opment which would not require 
the full 130 acres. 
Marvin Brigham, public works 
director, declared he had not been 
working on such a proposal but 
would if the board desired. 
“No new plan has been ordered,” 
declared Supervisor Vera Schultz. 
“We have to start all over on the 
condemnation and the first step 
is to get new appraisals.” 
“I must be crazy or something,” 
said Weissich, “but I was sure that 
after we talked about it that day 
out at the county farm that you 
said to sound out Scettrini on a 
compromise and to ask 
Mary 
(Planning Director Mary Sum­ 


mers) and Brig to draw up an al­ 
ternate plan. I contacted Hugh 
Allen (Scettrini attorney) and he 
was interested, so I wrote a letter 
to Brig and Mary asking for the 
plan. Since then I’ve heard noth­ 
ing.” 
“What we’re working for now,” 
declared Mrs. Schultz, “is acquir­ 
ing all the land without lengthy 
negotiations. With new appraisals, 
we may be able to negotiate a price 
for the property within the ap­ 
praised value.” 
Tuesday, the board instructed 
Weissich to appoint and put to 
work three “local” appraisers from 
a list of six the district attorney 
had submitted.
